Secretary Davis' admission as hcac 


of the department of labor that 3, 
000,000 are jobless is important onlj 
as a morsel of political debate. I\o 
body knows whether three million 1 
high or low. There was a time dur- 
ing the Harding administration whej 
the unemployment figures were sup 
posed to have gone as high as 5, 
000,000. This was what prompted the 
characterization of "profitless pro 
perity" in later years, for the unem 
ployment curve has been up even 
during somo of the Coolidge years 


The,.phenomenon of a high unem 


ployment figure at a time of boom 
ing prosperity has never been ex 
plained. President Coolidge appoint 
ed a commission to investigate i 
and Herbert Hoover, as secretary o 
commerce, wag Its chairman. 
The 


report was made in May of last year 
It threw light on the changes in ccoi 
omlc conditions and pointed to the 
importance of economic balance and 
what was termed "technoligical" un 
employment, or the turning out ol 
skilled and unskilled labor due to 
introduction of labor-saving devices 
and the mechanization oC industry. 


BUYING POWER CUT 


In other words, the stock marke 


decline, which either foreshadows 01 
reflected a business depression, hat. 
been part of a series of circumstanc 
es that have brought about unem 
ployment. 
The gross figures shov, 


relatively little change by percent 
age but it is evident now that the 
greatest unemployment is in some 
of the manufacturing centers. Also 
the effects of unemployment n 
are being noted in the diminished 
purchasing power of trade areas. 


Curiously enough, this phase of 


business recovery is regarded 
as 


something that can only follow a 
readjustment of basic industries and 
very little attention is being given 
relatively speaking, to the fundamen- 
tal problems of how to aid those 
who are unemployed In getting jobs. 
This is one of the primary purposes 
of the bills Introduced by Senator 
AVagner of New York. But the New 
York senator is a Democrat and ev- 
ery time he starts to get support 
for hig bills by debate, the adminis- 
tration grows sensitive about the po- 
litical aspects of it. 


In politics unemployment Is nev- 


er conceded to be anything- but a 
passing affair and there is always a 
good deal of questioning of what arc 
the exact figures. Some ot the state 
governments have an excellent means 
of checking up on unemployment da- 
ta but the federal government alone 
Is In a position to make surveys. 
And If the survey Is unfavorable to 
the party in power, there Is a ten 
dency to Juggle the figures and cam- 
ouflage their importance. "What 
Sen- 


ator Wagner Is trying to do Is to 
get the machinery started for fact 
finding BO that politics cannot enter 
into the publication of the 
truth 


about unemployment at any tmie. 


It might ba the irony of fate to 


have such figures plague a Demo- 
cratic administration, too, somo day 
but for tho moment the fact is thai 
Republicans hesitate to talk about 
unemployment for fear of impressing 
the voters In the forthcoming con- 
gressional elections that maybe the 
Republican party hasn't any more 
influence with the gods of economic 
welfare than the Democrats.

The aged gray-bearded 
warrior, 


who sometimes was termed a Ger- 
man Odin, or war God of the seas 
was in good health until early in 
February when the 
bronchial all 


ment took him down. He seemed to 
recover but when his heart action 
became weak he- was brought Feb 
10 from his home at Feldafing-, on 
the banks of Starnbcrger lake, to 
tliis place, a suburb of Munich. 


At Feldafing he has been leading 


the life of a retired soldier, occasion- 
ally lifting liis voice in defense of 
the German republic. In 1925, while 
a deputy in the Reichstag, he went 
to Hanover and 
persuaded 
Field 


Marshal Paul von Hmdenberg to ac- 
cept candidacy for the German presi- 
dency. 


Two yea.rs ago he wearied of par- 


liamentary life and declined renoml- 
nation for the Reichstag in a rather 
bitter letter to the German Nation- 
alist party in which he declared the 
party was making too many coin- 
promises. The party then made him 
its 
honorary 
chairman, 
but 
he 


played no political role, merely writ- 
•ins articles occasionally on. topics 
of" the day. 


From tho time he was 20 until he 


broke with the Kaiser in 1916, Ad- 
miral von Tipritz's life was ono of 
most Intimate association with the 
German navy. 


As the highest ranking official of 


the former Imperial 
German navy, 


Grand Admiral von Tirpitz cherish- 
ed two dreams. 


One of them a gigantic force for 


the empire, became 
a reality; the 


other, the Institution of a ruthless 
.submarine campaign as a means to 
win the World war. failed.

Koss, 63, as the earl was listed in its 
records, was in the United States 
illegally.

Form Of Government ,

CITY MANAGER PLAN 


Local Men Get Every Pre- 


ference in Making City 
Appointments 


In spite of the vast amount of in- 


formation concerning the city man- 
ager plan of government that has 
been given out since the manager 
movement started in Appleton last 
November, there still are a large 
number of people who seem to be 
misinformed. Part 
of this misin- 


formation, it Is true, is. due to de- 
liberate falsehoods that have been 
circulation by 
opponents 
of city 


manager government. 


It haa been falsely stated by a 


number of persons opposing the city 
manager plan that if the city man- 
ager plan Is adopted that city em- 
ployes 
all will be 
non-residents. 


Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. 
The law specifically states 


that the residence of an applicant 
for any city position shall not be a 
qualification, but that does not mean 
that officials necessarily must be 
selected from out of the city. 


The practice In all city manager 


cities is to engage local men in ev- 
ery possible capacity. In practically 
every city the clerk, assessor, de- 
partment heads, and others in re- 
sponsible positions were residents of 
the city before they were appointed. 


There still is heard the argument 


that the manager cannot be removed 
from office once he has been ap- 
pointed. The fact Is that the man- 
ager is appointed without contract 
of any kind and he can be removed 
at any time the council desires. 


The commission council, consist- 


ing of persons elected by the people, 
is the sole Judge of the manager's 
qualifications, fitness and efficiency 
and if this, commission is dissatisfied 
for any reason whatsoever it can re- 
move the manager and he has no re- 
course. 
This makes impossible any 


litigation over the manager's term 
or his appointment. 
The manager 


can .be discharged Just as readily 
by the commissioners as the manag- 
er of a mill can be discharged ^ by the 
directors. 


The articles that have been print- 


ed In The Post-Crescent the last few 
days have shown what can be ac- 
complished in a city operated by a 
city manager. The unified control 
under that system makes possible 
savings that could not be accomp- 
lished binder the aldermanic form. 


The streets and highways depart-

The manager system 
is responsible for this huge saving 
because the manager has the sole re- 
sponsibility for street work, while in 
Appleton the responsibility Is divided 
first of all between six members of 
t|ie committee on streets and bridges 
and then among the twelve members 
of the common council.

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COL. HOUSE'S VIEW 


Col. Edward Al. House sees in the 


second disarmament conference now in 
progress at London a steady march 
towards the goal of peace since Ver- 
sailles, and with it progress in the re- 
alization of Woodrow Wilson's inter- 
national ideals. In an interview pub- 
lished in the New York Times the 
once-intimate friend of the war presi- 
dent .and member of the American 
-peace delegation, gives Mr. Wilson 
full credit for setting in motion the 
forces which are today everywhere op- 
erating so powerfully for world peace. 
The League of Nations, the world 
court, Locarno treaties, the Kellogg- 
Briand pact, the 
Washington arms 


conference and the Geneva and Lon- 
don conferences he declares are 
the 


products of the idealism Wilson forced 
upon the attention of the world in 
1918-19. 
Without the League as a 


starting point there would have been 
no foundation on which to build inter- 
national confidence. Referring to the 
failure to negotiate a treaty at Ver- 
sailles either in accordance with jus- 
tice or with the Wilson program, Col. 


.--House says: "Despite the fact that it 
'(the treaty) was only a compromise, 


-• nevertheless all that has happened in 


the last ten years that leads toward 
peace is a result of Wilson's part in its 
making." This is a strong and gener- 
ous statement from one with whom 
the president broke under the most 
unfortunate circumstances. 


A dispassionate view compels ad- 


mission that what Col. House says has 
much to support it. Woodrow Wilson 
could not achieve what he set out to 
accomplish, either in the negotiation 
of peace, or in his plans for making 
the world secure against war and safe 
for democracy, but he put in motion 
ideas and forces more formidable than 
all the reactionary statesmanship in 
the world combined, more formidable 
than kings and emperors', more for- 
midable even than the august United 
States senate. 
Overcoming ridicule, 


prejudice, misrepresentation, jingoism 
and political opportunism, his 
soul 


goes marching on. The utterances of 
the Harding presidential 
campaign 


will keep the Republican party apolo- 
gizing for the next fifty years. It is a 
dark page in our political history, of 
which the least said the better. Like- 
wise Republican foreign policies since 
that time, at least to the advent of 
Herbert Hoover. 


Referring to the League of Nations, 


Col. House says it was the "forerunner 
of those other pacts and 
conferences 


and that if the United States had been 
a member there would be no need for 
the others. The fact that \\ c and Rus- 
sia decline to cooperate with the rest of 
the world in maintenance 
of peace 


makes these other conferences neces- 
sary. Our refusal to participate in the 
peace deliberations at Geneva is based 
upon the theory that by not becoming 
a member we avoid entangling 
alli- 


ances, but we run far more danger by 
holding aloof, as we ma}- some da}- dis- 
cover to our loss." The mere fact that 
conferences like that at London 
arc 


being held pro\ cs that the world 
is 


making progress towards peace. How- 
ex cr, Col. House doubts if they would 
be held if the League were not an es- 
tablished 
fact and 
a going concern. 


"That body," he ia>s, "has shown 
more clearly than anything else that 
it is possible for two or more represen- 
tatives of nations to sit at a table and 
discuss questions of moment. * * * 
The League is responsible for 
this 


face-to-facc diplomacy, and 
the visit 


of a foreign prime minister to our pres- 
ident in order to discuss certain mea- 
sures shows what an influence 
the 


League has. Could you imagine that 


' •happening twenty years ago?" At the 


time the treaty of Versailles was 
signed Col. House felt the world was 
a long ways from peace, was in fact in 


(- a belligerent mood, and that the next 
& decade would be all-important in de- 


SPAPFR 


termining whether the tendency would 
be toward more 
war and 
ruin. 


"We 
have gone through this peii- 


od safely," he adds, "and, although 
we arc not in the League, it is 
working more than satisfactorily and 
peace is more reasonably assured than 
ever before in the world's history," 


Col. 
House's observations compel 


respect. His frank recognition of facts 
and mistakes of eleven years ago em- 
phasizes the logic and soundness of his 
conclusions. The world is indeed mov- 
ing toward the goal fixed by Woodrow 
Wilson, and every day strengthens the 
foundations of peace that are slowly 
but surely being laid, our petty poli- 
ticians, little minds, 
militarists 
and 


blow-hards to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


PACIFIC PATRIOTS 


The Rev. Charles Clayton Morrison, 


editor of the Christian Century, thinks 
it is inconsistent to deny citizenship to 
immigrants who profess conscientious 
scruples against bearing arms in sup- 
port of this country in case of war. We 
are all "behind the times," he main- 
tains, in talking about "conscientious 
objections." The time has come when 
objecting to bearing arms is loyalty to 
the United States. This comes about, 
he explains, very simply. "The gov- 
ernment has signed the Paris peace 
pact by which it has outlawed war. 
Therefore it is good citizenship and 
the highest patriotism on the part of 
every 
individual to refuse to bear 


arms." 


Most of us will reply immediately 


that good citizenship implies willing- 
ness to bear arms for our country in 
self-defense, and that the Kellogg- 
Briand pact does not forbid this. Such 
an interpretation is evidently justified 
by the mental reservation with which 
the powers, including our own coun- 
try, accepted the pact. Such reserva- 
tion was frankly recognized by all par- 
ties. 


There remains, however, the 
un- 


answered question, "What is 
self- 


defense?" It has never been satisfac- 
torily and officially denned. And if you 
believe the fighters, all wars, on both 
sides, are fought in self-defense. Then 
there is the reinforcing declaration in 
the Paris pact that we will never re- 
sort to any but peaceful measures to 
settle disputes. 


Neither this nation nor any other 


nation is yet ready to accept the obvi- 
ous implication of its pledge. The Rev. 
Mr. Morrison's final statement, how- 
ever, can be accepted without ques- 
tion: "The unpatriotic citizen is he 
who, in spite of the government's ac- 
tion, continues to stir up war feelings." 
If any of our citizens are un-American 
now, they are the militarists. 


FINANCIAL JARGON 


Al Smith, who is by way of being a 


banker himself, thinks bankers ought 
to use plain English instead of fancy 
financial jargon. 
They are 
talking 


over the heads of the man in the street, 
he thinks. Instead of "unencumbered 
balances," for example, he thinks they 
ought to 
tell an 
ordinary citizen, 


"Here's what you've got that nobody 
can touch." 


He tells of a customer who, after in- 


quiring in his bank regarding a collat- 
eral loan, started out uncertainly, then 
asked the doorman when "Al" Avould 
be in, waited two hours to see him, and 
asked him what officials meant by his 
"equity" in his securities. 


To the bankers, no doubt, the spe- 


cialized terms they use are 
familiar 


and simple. But to the common citizen 
they are often unintelligible. 
Every 


line of business tends to develop its 
own special dialect which needs to be 
"stepped down" for general use or 
translated for the fellow who 
uses 


some other kind of dialect. There arc 
nearly always simple English words 
within the comprehension of almost 
anybody, that might be used. 


The financial 
writers next to the 


sport writers, arc the worst sinners in 
this respect. Tt takes a great deal of 
special knowledge nowadays to under- 
stand what business experts are writ- 
ing about, or what financial statements 
contain. And it is important that they 
be understood, at 
a time when 
so 


many more people arc investing in se- 
curities and interested in general mar- 
ket conditions.

THE DOCTOR ATTENDS A MEET-1 


ING OF THE MEDICAL 


SOCIETY 


So far as questions of opinion are 


concerned, I make no bones of think- 
ing that my own opinion Is as good 
aa the opinion of any other doctor, 
living or dead, that is, on any gen- 
eral medical or health matter. Of 
course, I defer to the opinion of a 
specialist about something in his 
field. 


If it is a question of fact, 
then 


opinions do not matter. 


Sometimes it Is impossible to learn 


what the consensus of medical op- 
inion may be about a given subject. 
or instance, is it the consensus of 
medical opinion today that wet feet, 
insufficient clothing, drafts, sudden 
changes, and tho like, tend to lower 
"resistance" or to render an in- 
dividual more susceptible to respira- 
tory infections? Many laymen think 
so, because they have had only the 
teachings of certain health officers 
to Judge by. I have lonjy thought 
that a substantial part of the medi- 
cal profession still holds some such 
view. But 1 was surprised and de- 
lighted the other day when I 
brought the question up in a medi- 
cal meeting, to that most of 
the 


physicians present were inclined to 
consider such tactors insignificant, 
and all who expressed definite fdeas 
about it 
remarked that 
certainly 


young women, with 
their scanty 


clothing, arc apparently 
less sus- 


ceptible to respiratory diseases today 
than ever before. 
So you see, the 


consensus of medical opinion is a dif- 
ficult thing to ascertain, and as a 
rule the doctor who pretends to say 
what it is merely voices his own op- 
inion, aCter all. 


In this same medical meeting: I did 


not find any aid or comfort in my at- 
titude in skin absorption. Every good

That situation 
was said to have 


been anticipated by the former kais- 
er and some of his closest advisers, 
yet the will ot von Tirpitz prevailed. 
In the end there occurred a. rupture 
between the kaiser 
and his naval 


chief and finally the resignation of 
the latter. 


Alfred 
P. Friedrich von Tirpitz 


was born March 19, 1849, at Kues- 
trin. the son of a local lawyer. The 
father, unimpressed with the pros- 
pects of h^s son's future, placed him 
on a naval training ship when he 
was 16. From that time, 1S65, until 
his retirement, von Tirpitz devoted 
his entire active life to the 'navy. 


At 20 he was a lieutenant and four 


years later a commander. 
His ad- 


vancements continued in rapid suc- 
cession. By 1899 he had become chief 
of staff of the Baltic station of the 
Imperial German 
navy and from 


1892 
to 1896 he was acting chief of 


staff of the" higher command of the 
navy. The next year he was given 
command of the cruiser division in 
the east Asiatic waters. 


It was in 1S97 that von Tirpitz al- 


so assumed the post of secretary of 
state for the Jmperial navy, serving 
as such until his rupture with the 
kaiser-in 1916, when he resigned. Al- 
though the creation of the pre-war 
German navy generally is attributed 
to the former kaiser, It really was 
von Tirpitz who was the instigator 
and organizer of it. 


In his capacity . ' as .secretary of 


state for the navy, the grand admiral 
acted as sponsor 
for the inipdrtant 


navy bills of 1S9S, 1900, 1907. .and 
1912 
providing for the enlargement 


of the German fleet and he success- 
fully put them through the Reichs- 
tag. He not only conducted the im- 
portant parliamentary advocacy of 
the bills, but also an extensive cam- 
paign of publicity and propaganda 
that finally succeeded in populariz- 
ing the enormous expenditures the 
plan entailed. 


Von Tirpitz was raised to the rank 


of vice-admiral 
in 
1899 and four 


years later was made an admiral. 
He was knighted in 1900 and in 1907 
was decorated with the order of the 
Black Eagle, the highest honor to be 
conferred in imperial Germany. His 
final honor came in 1911 when he 
was given the rank of grand admir- 
al. 
IlffLUENCED VON HINDENBUKG 


After his 
resignation 
from the 


navy, von Tirpitz continued his pub- 
ic activities as a Rejchstag deputy 
of tho Nationalist party, of which 
lie was made honorary.chairman. As 
such he wag one of those who pers i- 
aded the unwilling Marshal von Kin- 
denburg to become, a candidate for 
the presidency of Gcimany. 
Admiral von Tirpitz spent his last 
years at Feldafing, on the shores of 


Starnbcrger Lake in Bavaria. There 
he lived in a comparatively small vil- 
la, surrounded by a garden, and en- 
tertained visitors from all parts of 
the world. 
The aged admiral was 


the father of two 
sons and 
two 


daughters, born of his 
happy mar- 


riage to Marie Lipke. 


Throughout von Tirpitz's indefati- 


gable uphill work to give Germany 
a great navy, it was said that the 
former kaiser 
and his chosen en- 


tourage more often than not proved 
an impediment rather than a help. 
The passive resistence to the admir- 
al's ambition continued through all 
the years up to and during the first 
half of the AVorld war until von Tir- 
pitz in 191G through his insistence 
carried his, point for a more active 
participation of the navy with the 
unrelenting submarine warfare. 


Again and again von Tirpitz urged 


the 
concentration of 
all 
forces 


against England, in which he saw 
the backbone of the allies' offensive. 
He failed, however, to budge the em- 
perior and Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg from their determination to 
hold the great Qerman navy in re- 
serve. It was 
that policy, perhaps, 


that galled the admiral most. 


In his 
book, 
"Erinnerungen," 


(Memories) published 
in 1919, von 


Tirpitz described with dramativ viv- 
idness the diplomatic scruples and 
intrigues that ultimately led to royal 
disfavor. He insisted that Germany, 
by systematic 
onslaughts 
on the 


Russian front was placed in a purely 
defensive position. 
Above 
all, he 


held, the German navai forces were 
deprived of the 
necessary support 


for a sudden" offensive against Kng- 
land. He fimly believed the fighting 
material of the German navy to be 
superior to that of the British navy. 


The prestige of von Tirpitz waned 


rapidly in proportion as his policy of 
ruthless submarine 
warfare found 


less and less favor with the kaiser 
and the 
diplomatic 
heads of the 


country. By 1916 they had reached 
the.point of desiring to appease the 
neutrals .at any cost. 


Far from becoming 
disgruntled 


over his fall from royal favor, the 
old admiral remainefl to trie end a 
sociable host, 
brilliant entertainer 


and a great lover of children. 


The admiral, as he was referred to 


generally by the officers of the for- 
mer and present German navies, did 
not possess the volcanic 
tempera- 


ment and impetuous nature often as- 
cribed to him. 
On the contrary, it 


was said that he always attained his 
greatest successes through sheer ten- 
acity and perseverance. He stood a 
half inch over six feet and his two- 
pointed blond beard added to his pic- 
turesque appearance. 


In his younger days von Tirpitz 


was considered one of the best fen- 
cers and marksmen in the service. 
In addition to German he spoke and 
wrote English, Italian and French 
fluently. In his active years as a na- 
val officer it was said that von. Tir- 
pitz could name every fighting ship 
in the world, giving 
tonnage, the 


date of construction, 
displacement 


and the details of armament. 
He 


studied closely the activities of the 
world's ship 
building 
and 
the 


amounts every nation had appropri- 
ated for naval construction in their 
modern history.

mergers between the natural 
gas 


companies, the 
manufactured 
gas 


crmpanies, the public utilities and 
corporations engaged in the chemical 
industry are being discussed at New 
O.-leans, where representatives of the 
natural gas division of the American 
Gas association are gathered. 


It is becoming more apparent daily 


that those industries dovetail 
into 


each other. Natural gas already is 
being transported over larser dis- 
tances than ever before. It will soon 
be coming in from 
the 
Arkansas, 


Texas and Louisiana fields to Ch'cago 
and the industrial cities of the middle 
west. 
This has bc-en made possible 


by new welding processes used 
in 


laying natural gas pipe lines and to 
new pressure pipe. 


Natural gas is alleged 
to 
have 


some disadvantages for certain kinds 
of usage but these, it is declared, are 
obviated when the natural product is 
mixed with manufactured gas, which 
also has disadvantages. The result 
is a gain in thermal units—or. in 
other words, a hotter name results. 


While it has been possible to trans- 


port natural gas over distances to 
industrial and population centers, it 
must have an outlet when it reaches 
such destinations. This is provided 
by the destributing lines and piping 
already installed by the manufactur- 
ed gas companies. By taking: advan- 
take of these factors, the utilities or 
corporations resulting from a merg- 
er of such units are able to furnish 
consumers with a superior product at 
a lower cost. 


, Both types of fuel, 
natural 
and 


manufactured, through their manu- 
facture and use 
yield by-products 


which are coming into greater de- 
mand constantly. That is whore the 
chemical concerns enter the picture, 
since they are heavy users of coal 
tar and petroleum by-product". 
If 


they can secure a cheap and easy 
sourge of supply at centrally locat- 
ed points, it will enable the chemical 
companies to meet foreign competi- 
tion on an equal plane. 
Many in- 


dustrial chemists of the country now 
are concentrating on coal tar by- 
products and their derivatives. 


It is possible that some coal mines 


may be included in future mergers, 
since manufactured gas companies 
must have a source of bituminous 
coal supply. 
The extent of the re- 


quirements may be gathered from the 
fact that in the last year some 530,- 
000.000,000 cubic feet of manufactured 
gas were produced and purchased.

lock and Hardwood Manufacturers 
association has filed with the Inter 
state Commerce commission a brlel 
in support of its complaint against 
the Ann Arbor railroad, charging 
that the rates on lumber and Its pro- 
ducts from Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota points are unreasonable and un- 
just. The railroad has also filed « 
brief in defense of its side of the 
argument. 


In addition to the Northern Hem- 


lock, and Hardwood association, an 
unincorporated organization of Osh 
kosh, AVis., with plants and. offices 
in Wisconsin and in the upper pen- 
insula of Michigan, the other com- 
plainants are the Birch Club of Chi- 
cago made up of manufacturers and 
producers of veneer and built-up wood 
and the Oshkosh Traftic association, 
composed of manufacturers of build- 
ing woodwork with factories and 
places of business at Oshkosh, Fond 
du Lac, and Merrill, Wis. 


The complainants, who assert that 


they produce 90 per cent of the wood 
output of their territory, attack the 
carload rates on lumber from Wis- 
consin and Minnesota points to cen- 
tral freight territory and ask reason- 
able rates for the futuro. They saj 
that they have great difficulty in 
marketing their products in centrn 
territory, and charge that the rater- 
to central territory destinations, cor. 
sidering both the distance and trans- 
portation conditions, are higher than 
to any other destination territory 
in the country. 


The complainants charge that dif- 


ferences between rates from Wati.savi, 
Wis., to central territory and to west-i 
crn trunk line territory are as hig!:' 
as 11.5 cents for the same distance.! 
The rate from Wausau to Heed City 
Mich., is 25 cents and the distanc 
is IMu miles, while the rate from 
AVausau to Michigan City, Ind., a dis 
tance of 321 miles is only 23 cents 
The grouping is so involved that 
destinations within a few miles o 
each other may be in 2j cents groups 
23 cents groups or 29 cents groups 
The complainants charge that the 
railroad can give no reason for such

riers run to all of the destinations 


The railroad, in Us brief, claim:- 


that the commission has in the pas

all territory, not just central freight 
association territory, i:i the last 10 
years. 
Lumber production in Wis- 


consin has declined also as witnessed 
by the fact that 40 sawmills were In 
operation at Oshkosh in 1900 and on- 
ly one now. The railroad says that 
Wisconsin manufacturers are com- 
pelled to get Pacific coast lumber for 
their needs, as the Wisconsin forests 
are so depleted, and adds that this 
deltne in lumber production is gen- 
eral throughout tl.e country.

Unemployment, However, Is 


Not as Good as Employ- 
ers Would Indicate

Washington — Employment obvi- 


ously Is not as good as labor leaders, 
employers 
and statisticians would 


like to have it seem, but they have 
ceased to "view this with alarm." 


Labor leaders, making headquar- 


ters here, anticipate 
a gradual In- 


crease during: the next month with a 
real resumption 
of activity begin- 


ning- April-1. Officials of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor say that 22 
per cent of the organized workers 
were out of work in February. That 
means 22 per cent of approximately 
12,000,000 workers. 
These leaders 
say also that the 


building trades, the highest paid la- 
bor in the world, are the most seri- 
ously involved, but the F. F. of L. 
notes also that March always brings 
M'm© improvement while seasonal re- 
covery is due in April. 


It is asserted that appeals for aid 


through charity are increasing. On 
the other hand, it is acknowledged on 
all sides that industrial recession has 
been checked and confidence is gain- 
ing. This undoubtedly is due to the 
activities of the steel and automobile 
jndustries. The building trades are 
the last to feel the increased activ- 
ity. 


MANY BLAME BANKS 


Many labor leaders have no hesi- 


tancy in fixing the blame- for the 
labor situation on the banks. They 
say that the banks are 
full of 


money, but that the financiers will 
not loan it for construction pur- 
poses. They point significantly to 
Westchester co, New Yoik, which 
piobably contains inhabitants of 
more wealth than any similar sub- 
division in the world, and say that 
the banks will not loan more than 
40 per cent on mortgages covering 
100 per cent valuation. 


They point to this as substantiat- 


ing the fact that recovery is not 
yet general. 
Federal reserve and 


treasury officials, on the other hand, 
say this is simply a guarding against 
ill advised speculative building. 


The real truth of the matter is 


that no one- knows the actual unem- 
ployment situation. 
Senator "Wag- 


ner, Dem., of New York in a speech 
3ust delivered in the senate, cited 
the figures by the department of 
labor that at this time in 1928 un- 
employment totaled 1,874,050. This, 
of course, includes the number wil- 
fully unemployed. Since 1928 there 
-have been added some 4,000,000
